h-o ghastly was it that the lawyers, ii.

of it to thow tlie face. In course of it? 
inlroduction it was handed to Durrani's

Durrant cat behind his lawyers. When 


tho picture waa unrolled on the table 
before them he leaned forward ami 
looked at it curiously. Not a muscle ol 
his face changed; there was no livid 
expression- of horror, recognition or 
anything else. It might have beeu the 
cover of a law book for all the impres- 
sion it produced on the man who was 
there to answer for the infliction of 
these wounds. 


Durraut did uot look well today. The 


anxiety, the confinement or aome other 
cause has removed the color from his 
face, ami he appeared before Judge Con- 
lan yellow and dull uyed. lie saw the 
big crowd which blocked McAllister 
street to watch him aa he was brought 
from the jail to the court room, and 
it shook him. But distressed physic- 
ally, aa he obviously was, he gave ao 
sign of weakning. 


The testimony at the preliminary ex- 


amination embraced nearly everything 
brought out at the inquest and consider- 
able new testimony. The strict rules of 
Ian interfered with the hearsay testi- 
mony received in the inquiry of the cor- 
oner ; no mention was mado of the state- 
ment of Minnie Williams to her guardian 
that Durrant had tried to seduce her. 
The evidence of a number of school 
fcirls, that saw Durrant near Emmanuel 
church after 0 o'clock on the Friday 
night Minnie Williams was murdered, 
was also introduced. That la a flat con- 
tradiction of Durrani's tale of his move- 
ment?. 
District Attorney Barnes, as- 


sisted by Prosecuting Attorney Wake- 
man, eiaminud tbe witnesses for tho 
prosecution, General 
Dickenson 
for 


Durrant. 
The cross-examination was 


neither long nor searching. The indica- 
tions are that no fight will be made for 
the prisoner in the police court, but 
that the defense will simply make the 
prosecution expose its case us far as pos- 
sible, taking it for granted that the case 
must go to the superior court anyway. 


Mrs. Morgan, with whom Miss Will- 


iams livfirt in Aliiinerla, was called to 
the stand. She taid that she last aaw 
Minnie Williams on the morning of the 
13th instant; that deceased had told 
her she waa going to Mrs. Voy's house. 
She knew Durraut; be had called at 
her bouse last summer and had stayed 
half an hour. She could not identify 
faces shown in photographs as that of 
Miss Williams. 


Charles II. Morgan, husband of the 


preceding witness, said the girl was 
counted aa one of the family; he could 
not identify faces shown in photographs 
either; also failed to identify the purse 
fouad ia Durrani's overcoal pockrt. 


Here the name of A. B. Williams, 


father of tiit; duad girl, was called, but 
in bis place i young woman rushed to 
tbe stand and said that ao one should 
testify before her. yiie gave the name 
of Williamson and said that she would 
be the one to judge Durrani, and ordered 
him released. The police tried to re- 
move her, but she would not let them, 
and left the stand voluntarily, after 
eome worda. She handed the following 
letter to the clerk: 


"To the citizens of the city and coun- 


ty of San Francisco; to the public olli- 
cials—Respected Gentlemen: The com- 
ing woman, gifted with high spiritual 
power, and '"or whom the world has been 
waiting, stands in your midst. She is 
obliced by force of circumstances to 
make hfirself known first in the police 
court of San Francisco, for ahe has come 
to judge tho heart of man and woman 
through wisdom given by Christ. Xo 
man in tbe city and county of San Fran- 
cisco is worthy to sit in judgment during 
the trial of Theodore Durrant; there- 
fore, I, Louisy Laura Gould Williamson, 
do declare, with the authority of God, 
that the law must be brought to a close 
with the reading of this letter. No 
ntonemeat must be made by any person, 
to again arrest Theodore Durrant or 
again hold him guilty for murder. I, 
Louisy Laura Gould Williamson, through 
the spirit of God, do declare Theodore 
Durrant found innocent before judgment, 
before God, and henceforth, responsible 
for bis actions. 
With the greatest re- 


ppect to all parties and justice to the 
prisoner, Theodore Durrant, I am yours, 


I.OUISY L. G. WILLIAMSON." 


A. E. Williams then took the stand, 


and identified the pnr?e found in Dur- 
rant'a overcoat as one he had givea bis 
daughter. 


Sergeant Burke identified a bunch of 


keys as the one found in tbe pocket of 
Disrrant'a overcoat, with tbe exception 
of a thirteenth key, which be anid'had 
been given him by Georce King on 
April 13th. Iturko then told of the find- 
ing of the body of Minnie Williams in 
the book closet of the library, identified 
the pieces of the young woman's under- 
cloth'iDg which had been taken, from out 
of her throat, where they bad been 
thrust; the broken pieces of the table 
knife found on her body and the atick 
which had been used by the murderer in 
forcing the strips of clothing down the 
girl's throat. He al?o testified to the 
condition of the library door, the lock 
of which had been broken. Sergeant 
Bnrke then gave a bit of sensational 
evidence which has not come out before 
today. lie said that when he, in com- 
pany with other office:st examined the 
lavatory or washroom in the back part 
of the church, just in the rear of the 
pulpit, he san bloodstains on the wash- 
basin and tlie wall just above it. ?er- 
geaot Reynolds, in charge of the search- 
ing squad, had called his attention lo 
these stains. 


Maggie KiUpatrick identified Durrant 


aa the young man who had called to her 
and two friends on Mission street near 
Twenty-second April 12th, on tbe night 
Miaa Williams waa murdered. She aaid 
lie waa agitated. He bad miataken her 


for Eomeone else. Another yirl who was I 
with her corroborated her evidence, but 
could not identify Durrant, though she 
identified the coat and hut he wore 
The place where these girls s&y they saw 
Durnmt ia about two blocks from the 
church. Thfiy said they s:itt him be- 
tween 9 and 9.13 u in. 


The last wit need of the day was Mrs. 


Mary M. McCoy, a laundress, who testi- 
fied that shft saw a man and a young 
woman near Kmmiinut-l church between 
7.30 and 8 o'clock on April 13th. Th 
appeared to her to be lovers. The aiaa 
was urging the girl to accede to eome 
proposition, and the girl seemed to be 
coaxing him not to insist. Just as she 


,rd the man say, 
passed them she hear 
"You are a coward." The man was 
dressed in a long overcoat and dark soft 
hat.

Another witness who aaw Minnie 


Williams inveigled to her death in Ku: 
manuol church haa been found by the 
police, and like other witnesses, he de- 
scribes Dnrrantas tlie man in company 
with the unfortunate girl. James P. 
Hodgdon, an employe of the Southern 
Pacific Company, ia the uew witness. 
Ufl says that on the Friday night Miss 
Williams was murdered he saw at S.15 
/clock a man anil woman about _00 feet 
from the church and going in that direc- 
tion. The woman, who was umisuallv 
Email, waa hanging buck and tue mail 
was coiixiu" her. 


Their actions were KO peculiar that 


Hodgdon walked across the street and 
took a careful look at them. Then he 
valked to a cigar stand a short distance 
"iwav, and when he came back in a few 
ninutr-s the couple had disappeared. 
The description Uod^dun gave of the 
nan answered Durrant, and when the 
irieoner was brought before him he said 
)tirrant was undoubtedly the man, 
.hough he was under the impression 
.hiti the man he eaw was taller than 
)urraat. That appearance of tallnesa 
might be owing tn tlie slight, short fig- 
ire in contrast with that of tin1 man. 
The police are highly delighted with 
heir discovery, and now claim that 
hey have a chain oi evidence that can- 
lot be broKen, that will show that Dur- 
aut was seen with Miss Williams near 
ho church shortly after 8 o'clock, at the 
ime Durrnnt says he was on the way to 
he signal cops armory.

SAN FitAXCiaco, April 22.—0. P. Hunt-

Federal grand jury indicted Huatington, 
and, after the government officials had 
waited in vain for the railway magnate 
to come weat and be arrested", the war- 
rant was sent on to New York to be 
served.

The machinery for the creamery to be 


established in this city will arrive in a 
few days, and by the 1st of .May or 
shortly thereafter the enterprise will be 
in operation. The company haa bought 
a Sharplesa cream separator, the best 
made on the coast. The carpenters 
are at work fixing up the rooms on tho 
firat floor of the Spinney building, at the 
corner of Merced and I streets, for the 
reception of the machinery. 


This company waa formed to work on 


the co-operative plan. All the milk men 
and dairy men in the vicinity of Kresno 
haveetockin it. It is their pur pose to use 
their own surplus milk in the creamery 
and turn out a product which will gain 
a reputation for good finality, and there- 
by displace the coast butter which is 
shipped here. 


The capacity of the creamery will bo 


the milk of 2000 cows. Hut it la not in- 
tended to go on ao large a scale at first. 
After the company sees itself able to do 
so it will purciiase milk from the farm 


r." at a reafonahle price. 
The company will put in a first-clasa 


refrigerator, and during tbe hottest days 
of summer it expects to have ns good 
butter as is made in tbe creameries on 
the coast. 


There ia no reason why Fresno should 


not make as good butter as any place in 
in the state. It is the fault of the peo- 
ple who do not 
understand the art 


of butter-making. The creamery com- 
pany will tiave an experienced man in 
charge of their butter-making. This 
new enterprise will prove of much value 
to Fresno.

Al this rate the receipts at Cor- 


into would reach $75,000 within thirty 
days, unless commerce waa diverted to 
other ports. It ia a significant fact that 
Lhe largest part of Nicaragua's foreign 
iebt is represented by bonds held in 
London aud payable there in 1899. This 
:oreign debt aggregates $2.105,223. The

Tbe large returns obtained 
from, internal revenuea, for instance, 
fall nearly as heavily upon the poor as 
the rich, while as a matter of justice all 
taxation should be in proportion to the 
wealth of the inviduals who pay it. But 
if the income tax is too fall mainly upon 
the brawn and brains of tbe nation,'and 
the monopolists of wealth, who largely 
concentrate their millions in bouda and 
rental properties, are to be exempted, 
the sooner it is wiped out the better. 


The income tax which would accom- 


plish that which should he desired of it 
must be so levied and graduated as to 
bring its largest revenues from the mil- 
lionaire class which the present law ex- 
empts from ita operation.

A resident of Yiaalia, in boring an 


artesian well on his ranch near Tulare 
lake, struck a flow of natural gas at a 
depth of about sis hundred feet which 
was strong enough to throw mud and 
water into air, through an eight inch 
pipe, to a height of a hundred feet. The 
flow was shut off, and at a lower depth 
of forty feet another flow wns struck 
nearly or quite as strong as the former. 


Thia important discovery strengthens 


the opinion held by a number of ex- 
perts that natural gas in abundance can 
be found in many portions of tbe San 
Joaquin valley by boring to a depth nec- 
essary to reach it. At the lower end of 
the valley Stockton baa a number of gae 
wells supplying the natural illuminant 
in limited quantity, and the discovery 
at a point in the valley as high as Tu- 
\are lake of a flow much stronger than 
3aa hitherto been known certainly af- 
fords encouragement that should lead to 
an extensive investigation with a view 
to developing natural gas in other por- 
tions of the valley.

carried out, to make a deep boring in 
the vicinity of thia city for the purpose 
of discovering irhether or not natural 
gas or artesian water, or both, can bo 
found here. H is strange that a prob- 
ability so important should have been 
so long neglected, and the new discovery 
to the soutb of iits, considered in con- 
nection with thoae made on tbe north, 
should certainly lead to an early attempt 
to secure this important factor in indus- 
trial development.

Nugent haa twice attempted to com- 


mit suicide, once about a year ago by 
taking some Rough on Rats, and at an- 
other time by trying to shoot himself 
with a pistol. Mrs. Leach interfered 
when he tried to shoot himself, took the 
piatol from him and broke it into pieces.

Mrs. Leach also testi- 
fied that she heard Nugent get up at 
about 11 o'clock and go out into the 
kitchen, returning to his room a few 
moments later.

Friends say that they

These nations asserted they 
had been placet! by the arbitrary and 
vexatious conduct of Mexico under the 
necessity of exacting eome laws of the 
country for a more effective protection 
of the person and property of other 
states as well aa tbe execution of obliga- 
tions contracted with them by Mexico, 
und therefore, they had combined to 
effect their ends by force if need I*. 
Tbe, United Suites, which bad Pinular 
grievances against Mexico, was invited 
to jiiiu these European nations iu en- 
forcing their demands. This invitation 
waa declined by tbe United Statea which 
was then in the throes of ciril war. but 
the significant point in the case is found 
in tbe declaration by Secretary Seward: 


"As the u&dersigned has heretofore 


had the honor to inform each of tbe 
plenipotentiaries now addressed, the 
President does not feel himself at lib- 
erty to question, and he doea not ques- 
tion, that tbe sovereigns represented 
have an undoubted right to decide for 
themselves the fact that they have sus- 
tained grievances, and to resort to war 
a»amat Mexico for redress therefor, and 
atdO have a right to levy the war sever- 
ally or jointly. The United Statea has 
H deep interest, which, however, they 
are happy to tielieve is an interest held 
bv them in common with all other civil- 
ized states, that neither of the sovereigns 
by whom tbe convention has been con- 
cluded shall seek or obtain an acquisi- 
tion of territory or any advantage pecu- 
liar to itself and not equally left, open to 
the United States and every other civil- 
ized state within the territories of Mex-

The argument for the defense waa re 


Bumeri by Attorney Frank H. Short at 
the morning session. Counsel's review 
of the probabilities in the story of Sun- 
ders was exchanged for aii appeal to the 
jury io do justice to a man nhoin he 
claimed to be ialeely accused. He point- 
ed to the Professor, who, surrounded by 
his j'amiiy and devouring every word 
that fell from the lips of liis counsel, 
afforded a good theme for the latler'b 
eloquence. 


Refcrrinc tn the draft book and tiie in- 


sinuations that leaves were inserted or 
substituted in it, Mr. Short was dis- 
posed to be caustic at tne expense of the 
prosecution. 
He eaid it waa morally 


certain that the book was made as it is 
now; that the Etnb had a draft attached 
to it at one time, and that the latter has 
been used and torn off. Any idea of 
making a draft to fit a stub ia the mid- 
dle of the book was denounced aa 
absurd. 


A MISSING DOCUMENT. 


Counsel went on to intimate that 


there had been something very strange 
in the conduct of Detective A. B. Law- 
son at one stage of the investigation. 
He instanced the, fact that a written 
offer by William Wootton to sell eighty 
acre= of th« rancii to Sanders for the 
purpose of orange culture had disap- 
peared from Sanders' office: that Law- 
son took it, and it has not been seen 
since. 


Mr. Short pointed out that the evi- 


dence in the draft book proves nothing 
against the defendant. The draft book 
ie a mere trifle. Counsel then asked the 
jury to look at the conduct of Sanders 
from the day of Wootton'H disappear- 
ance. He had been denounced in the 
newspapers; detectives had 
hovered 


around him; he stood among his fellow- 
men as one with the brand of murder on 
his brow; yet he stayed by his family 
and his home like an honest man, wait- 
ing the time for his vindication to come,. 
No man guilty of such a crime would 
have dared to remain passive, quiet, in- 
dustriously toiling in the community 
where he has lived so many years with 
an unsullied name. It was impossible 
to '^lieve Sanders guilty of the foul ia- 
teatipu to undo the old man whoso hoa- 
;>itaiity he had shared and whom lie 
had nursed in sickness. 


TirE OVERHAXGIXG CLOUD. 


Counsel drew ft mental picture of the 


professor teaching his children 
the 


names of trees and flowers, and grew 
quite affected himself as he depicted the 
family Hie of Sandena and the terrible 
cloud which overhung hig family. He 
did not ask a verdict for tbe defendant 
Ju this case because tbe boys and girla 
of the accused had got their way to 
make in this world, nor did he even ask 
for sympathy on account of the woman 
who had been Sanders' faithful wife 
for EO many long yeare. He claimed that 
there was no legal evidence to convict 
the defendant; that the jury could not 
brand him with guilt because of sus- 
picions and doubts, and because some 
particular person had not appeared. 


EXAMPLES CfTEB. 


A number of cases were cited to prov 


that persons have disappeared 
and 


turned up atiain, even after being pro- 
nounced legally dead. In Oregon a man 
was told by the judge in ope.n court that 
he was dead, and the supreme court of 
the state took the same view, although 
the man was before them, alive. It re- 
mained for the supreme court of the 
United Slates to have enough common, 
horse sense to eay that if a man ia alive 
he cannot he dead. The Tynan case at 
Modesto was cited as another instance 
ot a man who was "dead" and came 
back. 
Counsel also referred to the 


"Decker" r:i«e in Siskiyou county, and 
paid his respects to the journal which 
had branded. Decker as the murderer of 
bis wife, though the latter waa then 
alive. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Short's 


speech a R'ce;^ wag taken till 1 p.m., 
•with the understanding that an evening 
session should l>e hold, and the case be 
then Kiveu. to the jury.

When court convened after noon, S, 


J. Hinde bt^an the closing argument for 
the prosecution by pointing out that tbe 
field of inquiry in this case was prac- 
tically limited to two little bouses near 
the town of Ueedley.

The suddenness with \\hich 
thi: 


action was taken was a surprise. The 
new board met and organized, Monroe 
taking bis seat without opposition or ob- 
jection. \V. "W. Kdenwas elected chair- 
man and Cuiumings Focretary, and the 
new body was ready for business. It 
coiuP in the form of a resolution intro- 
duced by Trustee Monroe in the follow- 
ing language: 


••Whereas, At a fcrmer meeting of tliia 


board, sitting as a board of education 
for tbe city of Fresno, certain proceed- 
ings were bad whereby certain time- was 
grautod and given to U. B. Butler for 
the purpose of perfecting the title to 
certain property which the said It. 11. 
Butler desired to sell to the city of 
Fresno, for tbe purpose of erecting and 
constructing a high fi-ho-d thereon, 
which property is generally known ami 
described as tbe Terry block, in the city 
of Fresno; and, 


"Whereas, Alter mature consideration 


it Adeemed that the best interests of 
the inhabitants and citizens of the 
Fresno city school district, demand that 
no further time be granted for the pur- 
chase of saiii property; and whereas, 
it is of the utmost importance that there 
ehould be- no further delay in tbe erec- 
tion and construction of 
paid high 


school and in the purchase of real prop- 
erty; therefore he it 


"Resolved, That all proceedings had 


with reference to any extension of the 
time to R. B. Butler by tbe said Board 
of Education, be anil tiie same id hereby 
rescinded and annulled; and that Eaid 
H. B. Butler he notified of this resolu- 
tion, ami that all papers or documents 
delivered by said K. B. Butler to Ihia 
hoard with reference therefore be re- 
turned to him ; and be it further 


".Resolved, That all steps and proceed- 


ings with reference to tbe purchase of 
said Terry block be abandoned, and that 
this board do at once proceed to take all 
proper steps to procure other property 
suitable for the erection and construc- 
tion of a high Echool thereoc with all 
convenient speed, and tbat this lioard 
take all necessary steps to that end at 
once and without delay." 


The resolution was carried by the 


votes of Eden, Gallagher and Monroe. 
Thereupon Trustee Gallagher introduced 
a resolution for the removal of the 
white- school bouse either to the corner 
of Merced and N or Merced and 0 
streets. 
The reejlution was carried. 


But before it was put to a vote, Trustee 
Church spoke at considerable length, 
reviewing tbe whole transaction in re- 
gard to the Terry block. He considered 
that site superior to the other. Trustee 
Cumniincs ijuestioned the right of the 
new board to rescind the action of the 
old.

PACKING GREEN FRUIT. 


Some Hints on the Methods to Be 


Used. 


EI>ITOI: REi'1'Bi.H-AN:—The Labor Ex- 


change is certainly the best organination 


of all kinds, through its own stores, m 
all tbe large cities in the east. Tin- 
uiain ditlk-ulty is to v,e( a uniform grade 
in packing various kinds of fruit. 
V?ry 


few know how to pack for the eastern 
market, so that the fruit will keep until 
itcau be sold. 


The packing can be done in two ways. 


First, under the charge o! a competent 
man in a warehouse properly tittnl for 
packing. Tbe outfit is very simple and 
the labor can be done by women as wt-11 
ae men. All work should be done by 
the piece according to the size of box or 
crate, each party delivering fruit to take 
buck all thai is not fit for packing, al- 
lowing a small per cent of the green 
fruit for waste and evaporation. The 
parties delivering could in most cases 
Ecu their own fruit packed, us no fruit 
can 
be 
allowed to stay 
in 
the 


boxes over twenty-four 
hours 
from 


the time the fruit 
arrives in tbe 


packing house until it is ready to ship, 
and the fruit from each party marked 
after it ia packet). The fruit must be 
picked carefully KO as not to bruise it, 
and hauled on spring wagons if hauled 
any distance, as nearly all kinds of 
grenn fruit blackens in leea than two 
days if brained. If drying grounds and 
trays can be had all culls can be cut, 
sulphured and dried near the packing 
house. The. v.ilneof the culls cnn bo 
fixed by the directors, and the cost of 
packing charged up against the fruit de- 
livered. 


Tbe second plan is for parties who 


wish to pack at home. 


Kach party agrees to deliver a given 


number of boxes per dav of whatever 
kind be bas to puck. Eacii party is to 
have a number on all his boxes together 
with the Labor Exchange label, or their 
name also if the parties so wish. The 
shipping hill* will state the. number or 
names-, eo that the man bavins tbe 
lines t fruit would get the best returns. 
All packages must he subject to be 
opened ami inspected. 
L'-sually one 


box or two is opeia-il of each lot deliv- 
ered, and if goud the rest is likely tube; 
if not the lot c.m be packed over, so as 
to avoid loss nnil trouble from imper- 
fect packing or inferior fruit, anil a pro- 
tection 10 the name ot tin,- I^ibor Ex.- 
change.
